Assembly Lines at 
Elizabeth Plant 


Elizabeth, N. J., Feb. 18.—With 
a production goal of 1,000 cars or 
more daily, Durant Motors, Inc., 
is planning major additions to its 
assembly plant facilities here. As 
announced in yesterday’s Automo- 
tive Daily News, the second as- 
sembly line at the plant will be 
“placed in service Monday, stepping 
up production to 500 cars daily. 

Two more lines are now contem- 
plated by the company, according to | 
T. S. Johnston, assistant to William |

Uniform Traffic Code 





EW YORK, Feb. 18.—Progress on proposals for har- 
monizing automobile driving rules and _ practices 
throughout the country was made when a committee of the 


National Conference on Street and Highway Safety com-| 
pleted a draft of a model municipal traffic ordinance at a| 


meeting in the offices of the 


United States in New York yester 


This model ordinance will now be 
printed and sent out to police de- 
partments, traffic engineers and in- 
terested organizations in all cities 
and towns throughout the country. 
Criticisms and suggestions will be 
invited and the ordinance will be 
further revised in the light of these 
suggestions. 

The committee which was ap- 
pointed by Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover last July is headed by 
William E. Metzger of Detroit, and 
includes police officials, 
judges, traffic and safety engineers, 


representatives of motor clubs, rail- | 
roads, street railways, safety coun- | 


cils, chambers of commerce and 
other interests concerned with the 


traffic problem. Arthur A. Thomas, | 


chairman of the legislative com- 


mittee of the Providence City Coun- | 


cil, is chairman of the drafting com- 
mittee. 

The model ordinance takes up 
the detailed driving rules for con- 
gested intersections, arterial or 
boulevard stop streets, one-way 
streets, alleys and other points pe- 
culiar to cities. Recognizing the 
difficulty of keeping slow-moving 
traffic close to the curb, and the 
danger when faster moving traffic 
is continuously dodging in and out 
near the center of the street, a 
provision is included permitting 
passing on the right on wide 
thoroughfares under proper con- 
ditions when the traffic is moving 
in definitely established lanes. 

The ordinance will recognize both 
he two color (red-green) and the 
three color (red-yellow-green) Sys- 
tem of traffic lights, and will con- 
tain

Of Mail Order Owned Chain Stores

It is said that these chain stores 


jare retailing batteries at a price 


about 5 per cent. less list than the 
dealer can purchase from the man- 
ufacturer or jobber. And it is also 
reported that these chain stores are 


lrendering a battery service, i. e., 
charging, testing, watering and 
cleaning. 


It is a commonly accepted fact 
that the big mail order houses 
have been able to offer the mail 
order type of consumer a battery, 
or a tire, at a price that is very 
attractive to the price buyer. 
Heretofore the battery dealer has 
been able to combat the mail order 
battery proposition by the lack of 
service. But if the stores repre- 
senting the mail order houses are 
rendering this service the battery 
dealer cannot very well sell his 
battery on service alone. 

If the mail order chain stores can 
offer as high a grade of battery as 
the dealer and at a price much less 
than that of the dealer, and the 
service of the chain store is first 
class, then the battery dealer or 
other retailer handling batteries 
must meet the chain store competi- 


and service. 

The batteries sold by the mail 
order houses are what may be 
termed unknown brands. None is 
advertised nationally to the con- 
sumer. They may be advertised lo- 
cally by the chain store, but this is 
not national. And the prices of 
these chain store batteries are said 
to vary with the price of the lead 
market so that quotations are sub- 
ject to the lead market. And an- 
other interesting angle is that it is

Spokane, Wash., Feb. 18.—The 
yearly volume of automotive busi-

* Rubber Policy Induces 


Cautious Buying in U.S. 


EW YORK, Feb. 18.—The violent break in crude rubber 


the past few days has 
how far the commodity will 


given rise to the question of

ings of rubber manufacturing companies this year. 


News of the appointment by Pre- 
mier Baldwin of a government 
committee to investigate the work- 
ings of the Stevenson restriction 
scheme, and to report confidentially 
an opinion as to whether the plan 
should be modified, strengthened 
or abolished, was first construed 
by rubber operators as indicating 
restriction would be abolished 
Heavy liquidation resulted and 
prices dropped precipitously. 

Justification for this conclusion 
is the fact the Committee on 
Civil Research, conducting the 
investigation, is known to be in 
.close accord with the British 
Board of Trade, which has al- 
ways been against artificial regu- 
lation of the rubber market. 

Operators, however, did not take 
into consideration the promise of 
the British government, made last 
fall, that long notice would ve 
given the rubber trade WBfore any 
radical changes were made in re- 
striction. 

The general feeling in London 
seems to be that restriction will not 
be abolished, nor radically altered, 
until November, the natural date of 
expiration of the Stevenson scheme. 

If these methods are adopted, it 
would appear the commodity price 
will not drop much further, pro- 
viding, of course, world shipments 
of rubber do not greatly exceed 
comsumption over the next few 
months. On the other hand, with 
the prospect of abolition of re- 
striction ever imminent. it would 
seem the commodity will not soar 
to any great heights, even though 
strengthening of its statistical po- 
sition may, and probably will, 
cause a general firming up of the 
tone. 


With these facts in mind, together

with the fact conservatively 
aged rubber companies have been 
exceedingly cautious in their pur- 
chases, it does not seem that rubber 


manufacturers will be forced to take | 


very considerable inventory losses 


during the year. 


The president of one of the best- 


known rubber companies, discussing 
the situation with Dow, Jones & Co., 
said, “I do not think inventory 
losses of the well-managed com- 
panies will be large during the cur- 
rent year, because these companies 
are exercising a great deal of cau- 
tion in their crude commitments.” 


According to this executive, little |

when rubber was selling at 40 cents 
a pound and higher. A large num- 
ber of rubber companies are covered 
for the present with crude rubber 


purchased at from 36 to 38 cents} 


a pound. 

It is generally accepted in the 
rubber trade that abolition of the 
Stevenson scheme will, in the long 
run, prove beneficial to all parties 
concerned, with the possible ex- 
ception of the planters. If the 
British government gives the trade 
ample notice before doing away 
with restriction, it will be possible 
for manufacturers to adjust their 
inventories in such a manner that 
even their initial loss, through the 
probable drop in the price of crude, 
will be minimized. 

With tire production running at 
record levels, and the conservative 
manufacturers exercising the max- 
imum of caution in their purchases 
of the commodity, it may be assumed 
the rubber and tire industry, as a 
whole, will undergo no such falling 
off in profits as resulted in 1926.
